Power of a Fly, 

A common housefly can he said to 
possess almost superhuman power, 
which IB attributed to the rani that 
the fly, unlike man, bas^an extensive 
net of breathing organs, which en-

,eiitargy, Tho relation of tho food con- 



termined in this way: The fly, lied 
or glued to a cork, was fed regularly 
from a needle dipped in hooey, and 
thp npfilie woi5te3 befsri £«£ site* 
each feeding. The fly was Siren placed 
in a narrow bos on lie eflge ol a 
wheel and forced to ran arcane the 
edge, as in a tread-mlil. As tie welgfet 
of thp whippl w»= known a=3 tie ==e- 
ber of its revolutions coratc-u. it was 
easy to determine the amount of labor 
performed. Another experiment was 
made as follows: A fly wss tied 
down on Its bacfe and tbtn made is 
balance a comparatively Jseavy piUi 
ball, on which was another fly. When 
considering thai It i= an acrobatic 
Teat for a man to balance atiottier oe 
extended arms and legs, tbat is to 
say, balance his own weight for & 
length of time, we mast admire the 
feat of the fly, that, without apparent 
fatigue, balanced the ball and fly for 
several hours. — American Social Ga- 
zette.

"Bind the sacrifice with cords, even unto the horns of the altar." 
(Psalm csvlll.: 27.) 1 




ERIODICALLY In our 
Halls we have had what 
we call Altar Services. 
At such times, and more 
especIsUjr during the 
Self-Denial and Harvest Festival of- 
forts. Soldiers, friends, and others 
who are Interested In God's work are 
invited to come forward with gifts of 
money to lay upon the special table 
which, for that occasion, serves the 
purpose of an altar. Those who have 
been present at there Meetligs win 
not need to be told that the "gift" Is 
Irrevocable. The giver cannot hon- 
estly get ft bsck— It has been dellhcr- 
ately parted with 

That is a very definite thing done. 
and It Illustrates the central Idea or 
the verse which 1 have read to you. 

8ome time ago 1 went with Tbe 
General to Stockholm, where tbe 
Swedish Officers were gathered to- 
gether for their annual Congress. At 
the close of the Councils f asked an 
Officer bow he liked the Meetings, 
and what the result would he. He re- 
plied: "Commissioner, it's just like 
this, It is ss ir The General during 
these days bullded an altar, and to- 
night we all climbed upon that altar 
offering ourselves a sacrifice unto 
God, and tbe fire came down and 
sanctified tbe offering." 

The true worahip and service of 
God— It need not be told— fnvolvej 
sacrifice. If anyone here fee:s i.aat 
religion Is all a question of how much 
he can get out of God by saying so 
luau/ piayer* or offering so many do- 
nations, be has a totally wrong con- 
ception of what It Is. 1 know that 
there are many who regard their vows 
to God very lightly. They seem to 
think they can get through their reli- 
gion without much self-denial Reli- 
gion of that sort, however. Is worth 
nothing, or, at any rate, antounta to 
very little. 

I do not desire that you should im- 
itate the senseless practices prevail- 
ing In some countries, where Ute peo- 
ple are allowed to build their hopes of 
Salvation upon penance and sttf-tor- 
ture. And yet we are sometimes put 
to Shame by the things we hear and 
see. 

A sbort time ago I received a leiter 
from a young Officer In India. After 
describing some pleasing scenes, he 
said: "One sees some awful things 
out here. I ssw a man the other day 
literally walking upon nails. It made 
me shiver. He Imagined that by this 
he could save his stral. With what 
passion I wished that man eonM only 
understand that other nails were pier. 
ced In other feat for him! Bat yon 
see bow In earnest the people here 
are about their rellglon, and In all 
these things they are Seeking for Sal- 
vation.'' 

There are not many *ho are pre- 
pared te do what that poor Indian do 
votes did. They *» a long way off 
that. But tmlets tbey are prst-ftrcfl to 
Include saorlfke ha their religion, they 
are not en the tides either of their 
Lord'* example or their. Lord's weraa. 
The crew, the following, the dents! of 
self, tW Canary path, cannot h* ex- 
cluded from the life of Christ's Set 
tower.

something merely "in the mind." I 
have beard It talked about In the 
same ^ay as a ttoclur talked to a poor 
lad who had bis thumb crashed in a 
machine. 

" "Don't shoot, my poor boy," he said. 
"Don't you know l feel It as truly as 
yon do?' 

"Perhaps so." replied the boy; "but 
you feels It In your mind, and [ feels 
It In my thumb!" 

Sacrifice is often talked about by 
eome people who feel it perhaps as 
much as tbe doctor felt the crushed 
thumb, being largely a matter of 
sympathy, without the actcal hurling. 

This matter of sacrifice indicates a 
certain prlndple. a certain state or 
mind, which expresses Itself In two 
ways. It Is either a giving up of 
things which are against Gods will, 
or the contribution of something 
which is valuable, to be surrendered 
or nsed In His service. Shall I not 
say that sacrifice represents the heart 
saying, on the one hand. "I will come 
out, and be separate, and touch not 
the nn;'ean thing?" and, on the other 
hand, "What shall I render onto the 
Lord for all His benefits toward me?" 
Not only singing, "Where He leads 1 
will follow,"" "Lord, 1 make a full sur- 
render.' but actuary spending and 
being spent for Him, 

I need not dwell at any great 
length upon the word "altar." I re- 
ferred to the table In our Altar Ser- 
vices as the place of gifts. It U also 
th** filar* of dpfl^rVi-r, "Z li*. ^Uuio 
of sacrifice. Thank God. it has been 
so to many, as well as tie mercy-seat, 
where God has seated the acceptance 
of the offering presented to Him. 

How often have we been reminded 
of that altar of sacrifice In the shape 
or the accursed cross, where the Sav- 
iour made atonement for oar sins! 
And It Is In reality at that a'.tar we 
bow when we sincerely stag- 
Were the whoV real mof nature mine. 

That were a present far too small; 
Love so amazing so divine. 

Demands my soul my Ufe. my all: 

Not only "demands" the sacrifice, 
but "sha/1 have my soul, my Ufe. any 
all." 

Bat what does the binding of the 
sacrifice to the altar mean* The 
phrase Is very significant. 

The boms were tbe comer pats.

either for sacriBce or service. tn

would he easy 'to make off with ft 
while my back was turned. Bat If I 
had eome cord. and. by crossing ft 
transversely from corner to c orner , 
tied the Book to the table, that «*aStf 
make It secure. It was thus that the 
sacrifices were bound to the Jewish 
alter. 

What l wajit to emphasise by this ~ 
Is, that thOBe who come with gift* *n* 
dedications should bind themselves to 
terms of unalterable covenant. They 
should stand to their cons ec ration 
wben loss or pain or temptation come, 
aa come they will In one form or an- 
other. It is Just here where so many 
fall— they do not really maintain their 
sacrifice. That le to nay, having 
made a consecration they do not 
stand to It. Tbe offering has been, 
made, but it has been taken bach 
again; the vow has behn registered, 
bat not paid; the promise has heea 
made, but not fulS'led; the consecra- 
tion has been broken or reversed. 

Take that wonderful scene In tbo 
life of Abraham. At the command of 
God be erected an altar, cut the sac- 
rifice In pieces, and laid It there. 
Then Abraham waltpd for the coming 
of the Are. Berore the fire came, or 
anything happened, the vultures, those 
unclean birds, were circling around 
his head, and around the altar, trying; 
to defile tbe sacrifice or snatch It 
away or devour 1L The story says 
that when the birds came down Abra- 
ham drove them away, and he stood 
to bis covenant until tbe fire came. 
The vnlturea of temptation will circle 
around you. Tbey will try to frighten 
you, and to remove the sacrifice 
wholly or partially, or to defile It In 
some way. Tour business then Is to 
drive the mawey, to bind and rehtnd 
the sacrifice to God's altar. 

Is &« ii«>9 of Queen Mary, a girl- 
martyr refused, when pressure . » 4s^ 
brought upon her, to deny her Lord 
and renounce her faith. She was con- 
demned and taken to the seashore. 
There she was bound to a stake near 
tbe low tide line, and, es the Incom- 
ing waters gathered round her feet, 
one of her persecutors rode oat and 
offered to spare her life If she woaM 
renounce her faith and tnm her back 
upon her Lord. 

The waters roce to her waist, and 
bo rode out again, sad, wben baa na- 
conscious, she was dragged oat, and 
urged to recant. Refusing to do thta, 
the girl was again bound to the stake. 

When the waters reached her shoal- 
ders the offer was repeated. To «*» 
and all she replied something ttk« 
this: "No. I will not draw hackt I 
will not deny say Lord!" And as lb* 
rising tide came in she bowed ner 
head, and poured her soul oat ehto 
death rather than deny her Master. 
Sbe boamd her sacrifice lo the aitn*. 
and died in the faith.

A VIVID SKETCH SHOWING HOW THE ARHY DEALS 
:: :: WITH LONDON'S BEDLESS. ;: 




HE previous day I bad 
lunched, and had lingered 
long aflcr Lea-lime, amid 
all the glories an English 
summer can show on the 
Thames above Boulter's Lock. Lulled 
into ucEstacic indolence on the Hmootli- 
flowlng water, I hod lounged on our 
good hosts launch In glad content, 
feasting -my eyes on one of the fair- 
eat scenes in England— the verdant 
woods; the flower-embowered villas 
or the opulent, with their lawns of 
living velvel stretching to the river 
Itae'f; the skiffs, motor launches, 
nunta, and houseboats, with their com- 
pliment of muscular, smooth-m;inner- 
ert men and dainly. befrll'ed ladles. 
Surely, I had thought. :ill was well in 
the best or all possible worlds. 

And now, but fifteen hours later, I 
am sitting down to break my fast with 
the Legion of Despair— vrlth Sou 
homeless men, the pariahs of the 
pi'oud'ejtt city in Hie world, the flot- 
sam anil jetsam of civilization, the 
oincasla of eoclety, the forgotten ones, 
the men whom no ony will hire, whom 
nohody wants, 

"Oreat'ircs who onco were men," 
Gorfci called tliera. 
A World Without Brightness. 

And they may he men again, some 
Christian workers are bold enough to 
contend, hut such boldness is beyond 
the ordinary, 

I look up. The same sun Is shining 
nbove, and below Boulter's J,ock the 
fair ladles wiP ooon he again display- 
In gthoii- charms and graces. But 
here, the world la drab. The nearest 
meadow, the nearest buttercup la 
ID lies away. 

Over the doorway of Ihe Salvation 
Army Shelter the words are painted: 
"Thy foxes have holes, and Ihe birds 
of the air bnvo nests; but the Son of 
man had not where to lay his head." 
I enter by that door. Ah! Five nun- 
dred and elglity-rlvo men sit In a Ions;, 
bare null— an ordinary number— and 
there have been a similar number of 
homeless gimst B every Kundny morn- 
ing for ten years— the Lfglon of De- 
spair. Three hundred of (hem are 
Kjnown beyond doubt to have spent 
all last »!sht walfclng t)o Btre'ets of 
London — penniless and hungry. In a 
city where a banquet son, climes costn 
:CI0 a head; whore the dogs of the 
Idle rich recline nu cushions of down, 
ntiil hnVe embroidered coals, and silk 
handkerchiefs; There lliey sit In 
every conceivable n'MHkin of dejec- 
llon. Some (ire asleep: some have 
loosened Ihe strings tlnit bind on 
Ihelr broken boots; not a face is 
nnlnialed: scarcely one lutellkcnl. 
Some life Utile morn limn boys: (lit're 
ni'o few greybeards In tile crowd; 
probably Ihlvty-flve would !>'■ ihe ave r - 
age iw of all prnsont. bit' all nllke 
are broken mi ibo wheel of life. 
A Census of the Bcdless, 

A liniiu'leHrt man — a tramp. The 
words fall glibly from the tongue, yet 
who bill iIiokc who have "been under" 
know lire lerrlli'i.

I ca'l one nmn liable, lie lellri mn 
Ills story frankly enough, lie Is a 
hammerman, forty-four years or age, 
and has worked for Hitch firms us 
Tliorneyerofl. and In tho blacksmiths' 
shops of the Ixindon, (,'hatham and 
Dover Hallway, and the lyOtidon and 
Hou.yJ.Weiit.crn Hallway, How hail ho 
Tost hltt last employment t Oh, the 
Irony of the explanation! Ho liail b'eou 
employed 111 a blacksmith's shop, 
where there were sluteen flrea, eight. 
on each side. It was a new shop and 
In a rlofle'ydnliablted neighbourhood, 
The neighbours complained of the 
nojne of the hammering, and a» a rs- 
suit of the trouble thus caused, the 



olgbt fires on the side nearest the 
houses had to be put out, and the 
workmen discharged. The homeless 
man before me was one of the unfor. 
tunate ones. This happened two 
years ago. Since then he had done 
practically no work, although lie had 
frnmped the country in setirch o' 'em 
Iiloyment, lie had wnllted shout the 
streets of I-Ondon on ceuntless nlghls. 
For fourteen days previous lo this in- 
terview ho liad been sleeping on Clajp- 
bam Common one of l-ondon's parks, 
performing his morning ab utlons, 
like the more perky fl]iarrows, at thu 
edge of the pond. His only food for 
the same period has l.eiii dry, broken 
oread, which he and other applicants 
receive at a nunnery three limes a 
week. This broad Is collected from 
hotels nnd restaurants. 

Enough. The five hundred guests 
are singing. They are on their leet. 
Every hat ia off: 
"R present at our tabic. Lord. 

He here and everywhere adored; 

These mercies bless, and grant that

May feast In paradise with Thee." 
Quickly the assistants net to iiurk, 
and each guest Is speedily provided 
with n pnpe- hnc contr.l'ilns two tine!: 
slices of bread and butter, a piece of 
cake, and a piece of cheese.

How Infinitely pathetic It all Is, Orten 
men rome hern who have not lasted 



a bite of food for days. It is ^ot e 
cheerful meal to watch.
